ST. Louis, June 19.—The silver men 


have issued art address to the people of 
the United States. It reads in part as 
follows: "Obeying the call of duty and 
justified by a common citizenship we ad- 
dress this communication to. the people 
respectfully soliciting the co-opperation 
of all who believe the time has come for 
return to the simple and more direct 
mode of naming men for the national 
lervice than has obtained in recent years. 


"RccDgniring the value and splendid 


achievements of political parties in this 
country we are constrained to believe no 
one of them has been entirely sufficient 
for the needs of the people for over 
twenty yearn. The great trend toward 
better things has been stayed during the 
later part of this generation by parties 
'failing to express in achievements the 
highest hopes and aspirations of the 
masses. 


The addrress proceeds to take up spe- 


cifically events tending to prove the force 
ol this declaration and continues "We do 
not arrogate to ourselves one iota more of 
intelligence, patriotism, or courage than 
we attribute to our fellow citizens but we 
feel the time has come for the • perform- 
ance of a duty to our country, and though 
we stand alone we will endeavor to labor 
in that direction. We hold that in the 
great work of sociaf evolution the mone- 
tary reform stands first.

Etlson Temple Brown. 


Edson Temple Brown, 18, died at the

While preparing for bed on the evening 


of May 23 he was handling a revolver 
which was in some way discharged and 
the ball plowed a furrow in his skull on 
the right side of his head. 
He received 


every attention possible and his convales- 
cence was rapid, and there was every iuoU- 
eation of his ultimate recovery. 
He 


was able to drive out last week and his 
re-appearance on the street was very 
pleasing to his friends. He was confined 
to his bed Wednesday but his symptoms 
did not cause apprehension. On Thurs 
day afternoon his temperature rose rap- 
idly and for th« first time since his illness 
was it deemed prudent to trephine his 
skull, as there had been no indication of 
such an operation being necessary. The 
operation was performed and it was found 
that the skull had been splintered by the 
force of the 
bullet. 
An abscess had 


formed and it was then learned that his 
life could not be saved. 


The news of Mr. Brown's unexpected 


death caused his friends and the friends o^ 
his family much sorrow. He was a young 
man of good principles and purposes and 
bis prospects for a successful future were 
exceptionally bright. 
The family has 


the genuine sympathy of a large number 
of people in this city. The funeral will 
be held from the house, 18 Pleasant street, 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o'clock.

Reunion of ibe Tenth Kegimciil. 
The annual reunion gathering of the 


survivors of the famous old Tenth Massa- 
chusetts regiment in this city, Tuesday, 
June 23, is certain to be a red letter day 
both for these veterans and the citizens of 
Northern Berkshire, who will delight to 
again do them honor, and even in a more 
enthusiastic method and manner than 
when this organization found most hearty 
welcome as guests in the old town a num- 
ber of years ago. 


Thirty-lire Year* Ato- 


ll was thirty-five years ago last April 


when the great war president and states- 
man, Abraham Lincoln, issued his procla- 
mation calling upon twenty-four states of 
the union to furnish him 75,000 of its 
militia to support the rebellion, which 
had raised its armed head in seven of the 
slaveholding states, and giving the inhab- 
itants of these seceding states just twenty 
days wherein to return to their allegiance 
to the national government. 


Of the ninty-fonr regiments then called 


into the field two were from Massachu- 
setts and several others were soon added 
and hastened on to Washington to meet 
the threatened assault on the national 
capitol then threatened by the rebels.

North and South Adams woke right up 


to the situation on this first call. Its mil* 
itary company the Greylock Light Infantry 
which belonged to the state militia, grew 
patriotically hot and its citizenship still 
hotter. Everybody, rich and poor, big 
and little, was full of war talk; nearly 
everyone was ready to enlist; the town 
streamed with flags, and within the week 
the old town of Adams voted $20,000 to 
equip soldiers and provide for their fam- 
ilies. Besides this North Adams citizens 
subscribed nearly f6000 to furnish an out- 
fit for Greylock Light Infantry, and 
South Adams citizens $3000 more for 
equipping a company there. 


News had arrived from Boston to enlist 


no men for less than three years, the en- 
listment books were opened and volun" 
teers came promptly up to the scratch, so 
that on May 1, 1801, 23 men had enlisted 
and were under drill, Chapin & Brings 
were making 75 uniforms, and Major Win. 
M. Brown had left for Boston to procure 
arms and a state outfit. 


A t nin|illr« Talk. 


As this article is to be rather a "Camp- 


fire Talk " concerning the Tenth Regi- 
ment, than its history, the facts concern- 
ing the raising of the first company there- 
in of the town of Adams, as it there ex- 
isted will be made a prominent feature 
therein, as well as the history of this 
first company during its three years of 
arduous service.

ritstin Smart, the Only Mnn Who Hncl 


Been lo Wnr. 


May 1, 1561 there was but one man 


living in North Adams who was known 
to have any knowledge whatever of ac- 
tual war. His name was Elisha Smai t, 
he was a simple day laborer, made gar- 
dens, planted trees and did all kinds of 
odd jobs about town, being friendly with 
all classes of its citizenship, as well ::s 
popular for a man of his profession. He 
was a resident here for many years before 
1S61, and was supposed to have been born 
in Pownal, Vt., though here his boyhood 
history was unknown except to himself, 
as far as can be ascertained. He TV.IS tol- 
erably industrious, faithful in his work, 
was always cheerful and full of native 
wit. 


He, however, was fond of sport and of 


excitement, of fishing and having a ccrjd 
time generally with boon companions, 
most of these being higher, up i» the so- 
cial or employment state than himsc-lf. 
He just doted on North Adams and its so- 
cial ieatures, though he moved iu a lower 
strata of society and followed more imi-i- 
ble occupations than his intellieeuce and 
his physical and mental accomplishments 
would seem to warrant.

He wiii a fine penman, was a good ac- 


countant, well bred in the manual of arms 
and au energetic iireuian. He was an offi- 
cer in the (jecylock Infantry company, 
as also in one of the fire companies, and 
was welcome everywhere for bis swift wit 
and as a good story teller.

was a born loca.1 news gatherer.

always grateful to him for his aid in Itii* 
particular, and always tried to aid him 111 
its columns. 


Though mischievous v»iili tongue in 


wit, and full of frolic, he never came be- 
fore the courts, and was always forgiven, 
(as he was such a wag,) lor his most ec- 
centric escapades. Previous to the war 
he had lived a mile east of the village, 
near what was known then as the "cross- 
roads," and at the time of the breaking 
out of the rebellion resided in the Jfauc.

wife since the war has resided at Athol, 
but recently moved to North Adams. 


Hud Served In (lie floriiln Wnr. 


But Elisha Smart had been flve years in 


the United States army before coming to 
Nortli Adams, and thoroughly know the 
trade of war. He had served two and one 
half years in the Florida war against tLe 
Sctninole Indians, being attached tu the 
second regiment, U. S. dragoons. Col. 
May, of Mexicon war notoriety, com- 
manded this regiment. Gen. Harvey w as 
then its lieutenant colonel, and Gen. 
Twiggs, (thearch traitor), was then b;s 
captain, 


A brother who enlisted at the same time 


he did was killed in this war. His health 
having become impaired, with 100 other 
soldiers he was transferred to Governor's 
Island in New York harbor, and then to 
the hospital at Fortress Monroe. Finally 
recovering he was at his own request 
assigned to the U. S. artillery quartered at 
Fortress Monroe, and completed his five 
years of service there. He evidently had

GENERAL HARRISON'S LAST MESSAGE 


TO CONGRESS. 


CONVENTION NEWS. 


It was Received with Favor end Fallowed 


by Firing of Cannon. 


The news from the St. Louis convention 


was received Thursday night with general 
good feeling in this city. 
Crowds gath- 


ered in front of the TRAXSCRIPT office to 
scan the latest bulletins and talk the mat- 
ter over, and politics absorbed the atten- 
tion of everybody on the streets. A little 
after 9 o'clock the Richmond Artillery 
• 


company turned out and moved to the 
soldier's monument, where a salute was 
fired. The cannon was also fired several 
times while the company was marching 
from its quarters on State street to the 
monument and return. 


The booming of cannon at Adams was 


heard in this city, showing that the Mc- 
Kinley forces in that town were not asleep. 


Cleveland'! Kleotlon »nd IU Effect on 


Buslnow nidcumod — Testimony to the 
B«n«fita at Protection—A Matter of Prin- 
ciple. Not Soh.dule. 


It was niter Grover Cleveland had 


been elected and congress had assembled 
in the soasion •rchieh was to expire with 
the inauguration of a Democratic presi- 
dent that General Harrison ill his last 
message boro testimony to the benefits 
of the protective system. On Deo. 6, 
1802, he said: 


"There never Taut been a time in our 


history when work was so abundant or 
when wages were as high, whether 
measured by the currency in which they 
are paid or by their power to supply the 
necessaries and comforts of life. It' any 
believe that wages or prices, the returns 
for honest toil, are iuadequate, they 
should not fail to remember that there 
is no other country in the world where 
the conditions that seem to them hard 
would not be accepted ,as highly pros- 
perous. The English agriculturist would 
be glad to exchange the returns of his 
labor for those of the American farmer 
and the Manchester workmen their 
wages for those of their fellows at Fall 
River." 


Tlien, with a prophecy born of in- 


spiration, Mr. Harrison discussed the 
result of the election which was to re- 
tire tho Republican party from power. 


"That election," he said, " must be 


accepted as having introduced a new 
policy. We must assume that the pres- 
ent tariff, constructed upon the lines of 
protection, is to be ivpetiled, and that 
there is to be substituted for it a tariff 
law constructed solely with reference to 
revenue; that uo duty is to be higher 
because the increase will keep open art 
American mill or keep up th? wages of 
au American workman, but that in ev- 
ery case snch a rate of duty is to be im- 
posed as will bring to the treasury of 
the United States the largest returns of 
revenue. The contention lies not be- 
tween schedule, but between principle. 


"When a system of customs duties 


can be framed that well set the idle 
wheels and looms of Europe in motion 
and crowd our warehouses with foreign 
made goods, and at the same time keep 
our own mills busy; that will give us 
au increased participation in the 'mar- 
kets of the world' of greater value than 
tho home market will surrender; that 
will give increased work to foreign 
workujen upon products to be consumed 
by our people without diminishing the 
amount of work to be done here; that 
will enable the American manufacturer 
to pay his workmen from CO to 100 pel 
cent more in wages than is paid iu the 
foreign mill and yet to compete iu out 
market and in foreign markets with the 
foreign producer; that will further re- 
duce the cost of articles of wear and 
food without reducing the wages of 
those who produce them; that can be 
celebrated, after its effects have been 
realized, as its expectation has been, in 
Kuropean as well as American cities, 
the authors and promoters of it will be 
entitled to the highest praise. We have 
had in our history several experiences ol 
the contrasted efforts of a revenue and 
protective tariff; but this generation has 
not felt them, and the experience of one 
generation is not highly instructive to 
the next. The friends of the protective 
system, with undiminished confidence 
In the principles they have advocated, 
will await the results of the new experi- 
ment. " 


What the results of "the new experi- 


ment" have been every one knows. 
Failing revenues, imports exceeding ex- 
ports, gold disappearing from the re- 
serve, a constantly recnrring deficiency, 
repeated increases of the national debt, 
general depression, busiiiessjuncertainty, 
universal bankruptcy, labor unemploy- 
ed, wages reduced and an era of disaster 
unparalleled in the history of a great 
nation. That is the etory of four years 
of "the new experiment."—Washington 
Cor. New York Press.

THE VALUE OF SALT. 


An Industry Buined For the Farpose of 


•aTlne Six-tenths of a Cent Per Capita. 


The per capita consumption of salt, 


for all purposes, in this country is 56 
pounds per annum. The McKinley duty 
was $ 1.60 a ton. The Wilson-Gorman- 
dizers placed it on the free list If the 
consumers reap tho whole benefit of the 
$1.60 a ton, it means a saving to them 
of less than 4)^ cents each, even should 
(hey reap the bonoflt on the entire con- 
sumption. In point of fact, the duties 
co'.iectod in 1891, the highest under tho 
McKinley law, were $408,790, or less 
than sis-tenths of a. oent per capita. 


To accomplish this saving of f408,- 


790, the wages distributed in the Wy- 
oming valley Faltfleld alone fell off 
$885,000 in 1895 below the amonnt in 
1891, 
while the railroads running 


through that field lost $800,000 and the 
coopearge and cotton bagging industries 
lo«(; f 485,000. Here is a £>ss in one salt- 
field alone of $1,680,000, as against a 
possible saving of $408,790. 


And there are many other saHfielcs 


iu the country as productive as that iu 
and around Wyoming county, N. Y., 
which have suffered as heavily. The 
item of labor in the salt plants alcne in 
this one field has been decreased by an 
amount substantially equal to the duty 
collected in 1891, and yet labor in the 
salt plants suffered but one-fourth of 
the loss directly occasioned by free trade 
in salt.

St Loxiis, June 19.—The platform 


adopted by the republican national 
convention begins with an arraign- 
ment of the 
present democratic 


administration, especially denouncing 
the recent issues of ^*vernment bonds. 
President Garrison's administration is 
heartily endorsed for its 
"wisdom, 


patriotism and success." 
The tariff 


plank denounces the democratic tariff 
as "sectional, injurious to the public 
credit and destructive to business en- 
terprise. 
We demand such nn equita 


ble tariff on foreign imports %vhich 
come into competition with American 
product* as will not only furnish 
adequate revenue for thtS. necessary 
e»r!l"Qses of the g-overnment, but will 
protect American labor from degrada- 
tion to the wage level of other lands. 
AVe are not pledged to any particular 
schedules. The question of rates is a 
practical question, to be governed by 
the conditions of the time and of pro- 
duction; the ruling and uncompromis- 
ing principle is the protection, and 
development of American labor aud in- 
dustry. The country demands a right 
settlement a»d then it wants rest." 
Renewal of reciprocity arrangements 
is demanded "on such terms as will 
equalize our trade with other nations, 
remove the restrictions which now ob- 
struct the sale of Amarican products 
in the ports of other countries and se- 
cure enlarged markets for the products 
of our farms, forests and factories." 


The Currency. 


On the question of currency the 


platform declares: "The republican 
party is unreservedly for sound money. 
It caused the enactment of the law 
providing for the resumption of specie 
payments in 1879; since then every 
dollar has been as good as gold. AVe 
arc unalterably opposed to every mea- 
sure calculated to debase our currency 
or impair the credit of our country. 
AA'e are therefore opposed to the free 
coinage of silver except by interna- 
tional agreement with the leading com- 
mercial nations of the world, which 
we pledge ourselves to promote, and 
until such agreement can be obtained 
tho existing gold standard must bt> 
preserved. AH our silver and paper 
currency must be maintained at parity 
with gold, and we favor all measures 
designed to maintain inviolably the ob- 
ligations of the United States and all 
our money, whether coin or paper, at 
the present standard, the standard of 
the most enlightened nations of the 
earth." 


Minor Declaration*. 


The platform declares in favor of re- 


storing- the discriminating duties for 
the upbuilding of the American mer- 
chant marine, so that American ships 
may regain the carrying of our foreign 
commerce, and for the employment of 
American shipwrights and sailors. As 
to the veterans of the rebellion the 
platform favors generous pensions and 
their employment whenever possible *n 
preference to others. 
Tn relation to 


the massacres in Armenia the platform 
demands that American citizens shall 
receive absolute protection for life 
and property. In regard to foreign 
relations, the platform favors the con- 
trol of the Hawaiian islands, the con- 
struction and control of the Nicaragu- 
an canal by the United States govern- 
ment, and the purchase of a naval sta- 
tion in the West Indies. 
The Monroe 


doctrine, it is declared, must be upheld 
in its full intent, and "we hopefully 
look forward to the eventual with- 
drawal of the 
European 
powers 


from 
this hemisphere and to 
the 


ultimate union of all English-speaking 
parts of the continent by the free con- 
Bent of its inhabitants." As to Cuba, 
the platform says; "Wo believe that 
the government of the United States 
should actively use its influence and 
and good offices to restore peace and 
give independence to the island." 
The continued enlargement of 
the 


navy and a complete Hystem of harbor 
and coast defenses are demanded. The 
extension of the immigration laws so 
as to exclude from this country for- 
eigners who are unable to read and 
write is favored, as is also the exten- 
sion of the civil service laws wherever 
practicable. 
The freedom of the bal- 


lot is demanded, and the practice of 
lynching is denounced as "uncivilized 
and barbarous." 
The platform favors 


a national board of arbitration for 
labor disputes, the immediate return 
to the free-homestead policy of the re- 
publican party, the admission of the 
remaining territories as states as soon 
as possible, representation for Alaska 
in the United States congress, the re- 
striction of the evils of the liquor 
traffic, the admission of women to 
wider 
spheres 
of usefulness and 


welcomes "their co-operarion in res- 
cuing the country from democratic 
acd populistic mismanagement aud 
misrule." 


Minority Report. 


The reading of the platform con- 


cluded, the chairman moved its adop- 
tion: Instantly Senator Teller was 
upon his feet, not waiting for the 
cheers of the delegates to subside. He 
was recognized by the presiding officer 
and presented the following- minority 
report from the committee on resolu- 
tions, proposing a substitute for the 
financial plank which the majority re- 
port presented. It was accompanied 
t>y a brief jpeport agreed upon by the 
silver men, as follows: "AVe, the un- 
dersigned members of the committee 
on resolutions, being unable to agree 
to that portion of the majority report 
which treats of the subjects of coinage 
and finance, respectfully submit the 
following paragraph aa a substitute 
therefor:

drawal had been reached, but Mr.

he made a brief speech in ivhich he 
said that the minority would not yield 
on this question, and announced that 
Utah would withdraw from the con- 
vention.
